The Guidance Index, published monthly during the school year, lists the best current

The first is material for the counselor, teacher, and administrator; the second, for the 
student. All items are classified according to the SRA Occupational Filing Plan. This 
aids the reader in finding the material wanted, and in filing it when it has been obtained. 
The title of the publication appears first, followed by the name of the author. The ad- 
dress from which it may be ordered is in brackets. This is followed by the date of publi- 
cation, number of pages, and the price. An asterisk (*) denotes free and inexpensive 
material (35 cents or less). A dagger (+) denotes films, a double dagger ({) indicates 
records. A (§) indicates educational and psychological tests. Every attempt is made to 
list as many free and inexpensive publications as possible. In this issue of the Index 
you will find:

What are teen-agers’ most troublesome prob- 
lems? How do they feel about themselves, 
their family, their school? What are their 
attitudes toward work? Are they prepared 
to assume the responsibilities of citizenship? 
The authors, members of the Purdue Uni- 
versity Opinion Panel, have gone to the 
young people themselves for the answers to 
these three questions. More than 15,000 
teen-agers wrote essays and anonymously 
answered questions about their feelings to- 
ward school, their parents, their plans for 
the future, and the things that worried 
them most. In this booklet the authors pre- 
sent the highlights of their studies, to give 
parents and teachers a valuable insight into 
the needs, troubles, and problems of young 
people, and to show how they can help.

A series of articles by persons experienced 
in working with children that show how 
parents and teachers can help children grow 
up with a feeling of security and confidence 
in themselves. Building courage and faith 


in themselves, developing belongingness, 
and keeping alive the urge to learn are dis- 
cussed as the fundamental concerns about 
children. Several stories are included as ex- 
amples of what parents and teachers are do- 
ing to help children solve problems in each 
area. 


3. Understanding Your Boy. Father 
Flanagan and Ford McCoy. [Rinehart 
and Co., 232 Madison Ave., New York 
16.} 1950. 180pp. $2.00. 


On the basis of the authors’ successful ex- 
perience with boys, this book was written 
to help parents and others who share the 
training responsibility, acquire a_ better 
understanding of the boy and his problems. 
It contains helpful, informative material on 
the development of personality, charac- 
ter, emotional control, and other aspects 
of growing up. In discussing punishment, 
practical suggestions are given on how and 
when it should or should not be adminis- 
tered.

4. Talks to Parents and Teachers.

Homer Lane's work in progressive child 
education marks him as a pioneer in the 
field of present-day child psychology. His 
great message was “Seek the motive behind 
all child behavior, and when you under- 
stand it you can help the child.” Parents 
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and teachers should find these talks very 
helpful in understanding children and in 
improving adult-child relationships. 


Counseling 


5. Chats With Teachers About 
Counseling. S. A. Hamrin. [McKnight 
& McKnight, 109 W. Market St., 
Bloomington, IIl.} 1950.

Those who combine teaching and counsel- 
ing should find the book especially helpful. 
It consists of informative, highly readable 
chats that have been prepared to assist 
teachers in their counseling program. 
Teacher responsibilities in counseling are 
discussed and some techniques that may be 
effectively used are described. The book is 
primarily concerned with the counseling of 
young people with normal vocational, edu- 
cational, and personal problems, and does 
not include exceptional cases. 


6. General Clinical Counseling in 
Educational Institutions. Milton E. 
Hahn and Malcolm S. MacLean. 
{McGraw-Hill Book Co., 330 W.

This book emphasizes the role of the pro- 
fessional psychologist as a counselor, and 
describes the nature of some of the prob- 
lems with which he is concerned. It dis- 
cusses some of the basic theories and ideas 
of clinical counseling, and describes the 
tools and techniques that are necessary for 
sound counseling practice. Individual in- 
terests, abilities, aptitudes, and motiva- 
tions and their importance in educational- 
vocational counseling are considered.

7. The Child and His Curriculum. 
J. Murray Lee and Dorris May Lee.

Written for teachers and administrators in 
the elementary schools and for those who 
are now in training, this book emphasizes 
the importance of planning a curriculum 
suited to the growth, emotions, interests, 
and learning experiences of the child of 
elementary-school age. It presents an in- 
terpretation of recent research into the 
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educative experiences of the elementary 
schools and offers suggestions for develop- 
ing a curriculum program in keeping with 
the objectives of modern education.

This is another in a series of reports sur- 
veying mewer educational practices by 
teachers and principals in various Council 
schools. It describes character development 
programs that are concerned with different 
phases of the pupil's daily life and activi- 
ties. Practices of character development that 
have proved effective in both the elemen- 
tary and the secondary schools are included. 


10. Education for Life Adjustment: 
Its Meaning and Implementation. 
Edited by Harl R. Douglass. [Ronald

Each chapter of this book was written by a 
person distinguished as a leader in the field 
of life adjustment education. It contains 
discussions of educational theories and prac- 
tices that will be useful to teachers, school 
officials, and communities that are inter- 
ested in adjusting or improving high school 
programs to serve the needs of all youth. 
Various chapters describe subject fields of 
the secondary-school curriculum, the home, 
social life, and work experience of youth, 
and show how they may be used as prepa- 
ration for effective living. 


11. Employment and Compensa- 
tion in Education. George J. Stigler. 
[National Bureau of Economic Re- 
search, Inc., 1819 Broadway, New 
York 23.} 1950. 77pp. $1.00. 
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A report of present-day salaries of teachers 
in elementary and secondary schools and of 
college professors as compared with those 
of ten years ago and of fifty years ago. Dr. 
Stigler, Professor of Economics at Columbia 
University, also reports the number of 
teachers as compared with earlier periods 
and as affected by fluctuating birth rates. 
He predicts the number of future teachers 
that will be needed, based on enrollment 
changes. The survey is a valuable aid in 
obtaining a clear economic picture of the 
teaching profession—its status today and 
its probable future status. 


12. Ends and Means in Education: 
A Midcentury Appraisal. Theodore 
Brameld. [Harper & Bros. 49 E. 
33d St., New York 16.} 1949. 244pp. 
$3.00. 


The aim of this book, says author Brameld, 
New York University professor, is “to take 
stock of American and world education—to 
review its failures and successes but above 
all to assess its inventory of resources for 
the perilous half century which lies ahead.” 
A discussion of the relation between the 
school and such fields as federal control, or- 
ganized labor, communism, intergroup re- 
lations, and atomic energy is one of the 
ways in which the extensive survey is pre- 
sented. Teachers, students, and parents will 
find the book a useful tool in understanding 
the present-day philosophy of education 
and in helping to better meet the needs of 
youth in a changing age.

Part II, Principles 
and Methods, is devoted to statistical pro- 
cedures used in test construction with sug- 
gestions for and cautions regarding their 
use. Part III, Tests and Scales, presents 
some rules for the examiner and goes on 
to describe various tests that are in use 
today. Part IV should be helpful to all test 
users. It includes information about testing 
in practically every major field—industry, 
clinical practice, schools, etc.

All phases of education — elementary, 
secondary, higher, and adult are considered.

Charts, words and picture tests, 
story tests and other aids are included. This 
booklet may prove especially helpful where 
the services and advice of a trained speech 
correctionist are not obtainable.

This book reports on a program of study 
and counseling of high-school pupils. It 
includes detailed descriptions of the pupils’ 
problems, the counseling techniques used 
in each case, the results obtained, and 
follow-up data that extended over a period 
of several years after the initial interview. 
The value of parental cooperation and 
the participation of teachers and other pro- 
fessional workers in the guidance program 
is emphasized. 


27. Home Room Program Aids 
and Educational Guidance Principles.

This booklet describes some of the respon- 


sibilities of the administrative staff in the 
guidance program, including those of the 
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principal, teacher, counselor, and school 
librarian. It outlines principles and tech- 
niques that may be followed to achieve 
the objectives of the guidance program, and 
suggests home room activities and discus- 
sions that will help students in their per- 
sonal, social, and vocational adjustment. 
Suggestions for the students on how to 
study various subjects, choosing a college, 
planning a vocation. and getting a job are 
also included.

A “thorough-going” revision of a highly 
successful book for the classroom teacher 
and guidance specialist.

Much source information, as well as the 
sections on Questions and Problems and 
Selected References that follow each 
chapter help to make the book a really 
practical guide.

He describes the 
techniques for use, and gives examples of 
various intelligence tests, performance tests, 
and tests of creative imagination.

The report of the annual spring testing pro- 
gram of independent-school members of the 
Educational Records Bureau is included in 
this bulletin. It contains a statistical sum- 
mary of the results of the elementary and 
secondary school achievement tests and rec- 
ords of brief research studies. It also re- 
ports on the public school testing project 
and summarizes the replies of member 
schools to a questionnaire on the Coopera- 
tive Achievement Tests. These findings on 
current medians of attainment of independ- 
ent school groups should be of interest to 
teachers and counselors.
